County ARent Jack Smith was In- 
formed Thursday by tho Univer- 
sity of Idaho. 

Figures based on actuol lD4a ex- 
periments In Kansag this summei 
show that animals will odd it^.-ih at 
that rote ot cost when protected 
from files and other Insect para- 
sites, said Smith. 

"Hie Kansas tests covered three 
months during tho fly eeoaon. Ap- 
plications of DDT at three-week 
Intervals resulted In Kolns ol 42 
to fli pounds per onlmol for adult 
cows over animals that hod no pro- 
tection from horn flics. Cnlves 
showed 47 to 70 pounds more Roln 
per heod than untreated animals." 
he said. 

The ciperlmcnls Indlcoted thot 
each pound of DDT produced from 
IJOO to 3J0O pounds of beef that 
would not have been produced had 
tho cattlo spent their time and 
energy In fighting Insects durlnn 
the summer, "making tho cost ot 
the extra welflhl obout 10 cents 
a 100," said Smith.
